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CONGESTION OF FREIGHT BECOMES MORE ACUTE 


The Congestion of Freight Traffic Is Now Spreading to the West—Conditions in New England Are Reported 
to Be Unusually Severe—New Embargoes Indicate That a Complete Tie-Up of Freight in That 
Section Is Very Likely—Much Trouble Has Resulted from the Fear of a Coal Strike, Which 
Caused Almost Unlimited Buying of Coal, Thus Helping to Block the Movement 
of Box Cars—American Railway Association Takes Up Matter of Relief. 


Instead of showing any appreciable change or improvement, the 
congestion of freight throughout the East seems to be more acute 
than it has been, in certain sections, and is now extending into 
the West. The situation is one of such magnitude, so complex 
because of its many determining factors, that the efforts of the 
railroads have resulted only in slightly easing matters temporarily. 

With the paper trade the slow moving, and in some cases the 
complete tie-up, of freight has worked untold harm. Jobbers have 
been unable to get stock and have found themselves in a dilemma, 
annoyed by the consumer on one side and by the uncertainty as to 
when traffic would be cleared on the other. One large manufac- 
turer told of sending considerable merchandise overland for some 
distance by trucks at a great expense in order to be able to make 
a possible connection by boat. Such incidents as this, however, 
are not generally repeated. 


Situation in New England Is Now Very Acute 

New England now seems to be in a bad situation, so far as its 
freight movement is concerned, partly on account of the demand 
for coal, caused by the fear of a strike in the mines. New em- 
bargoes declared by various trunk line roads on freight consigned 
to New England points indicated that many of the modifications 
put into effect during the last several weeks were premature and 
that the roads are again congested with an accumulation of mer- 
chandise. 

All roads radiating from the Buffalo district, and several from 
the Pittsburgh district, have in effect an embargo on all freight 
for New England over the Delaware & Hudson Railroad, and on 
all freight except perishables and foodstuffs for the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. The New Haven yesterday 
issued new embargoes. 

New York Central officials denied that

As the greater part of freight traffic to New England points 
goes over the New Haven and the Delaware & Hudson, it was

New Embargo by New York, New Haven & Hartford 

Effective midnight, February 28, the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company announces that owing to the accumu- 
lation of freight and the fact that cars are accumulating faster 
than they can be unloaded, thus threatening a complete tie-up, the 
following embargoes applicable to all carload and less than car- 
load shipments are in operation, with these exceptions : 

Livestock, perishable freight, foodstuffs for human consumption, 
feed for livestock, news print paper for domestic use only, char- 
coal, fuel oil and gasoline in tank cars. 

To insure effectiveness of this notice all shipments not included 
in the foregoing exceptions, showing evidence of forwarding sub- 
sequent to February 28, will not be accepted at junction points 
during its continuance. 

Further embargoes, effective at midnight February 28, have been 
placed against a long list of heavy articles. 

These embargoes are necessarily drastic because of the over- 
taxed facilities of the road, and receipt of freight in greater 
volume than consignees are able to dispose of promptly. 

On February 24 the number of cars on the road was 55,526, 


against 39,517 for the same day in 1915 and 39,168 for the same 
day in 1914, The number of cars on the road February 24, 1916, 
55,526, was the largest of any day in the history of the New 
Haven company. 

The number of cars on the road has increased over 5,000 in 
the last few days; the number of cars awaiting unloading has in- 
creased 2,000, and in order that the road may be operated it is 
absolutely essential that the number of cars on the road be re 
duced—this in order to allow time sufficient for consignees to 
unload the surplus of cars now so far above normal, and also to 
give the company opportunity to get from its lines to its connec- 
tions the excess of cars now largely above normal on the road 


Roads Claim to Have Done Everything Possible. 


The management declares it is doing everything within its 
power to clear up the heavily congested freight conditions of the 
road. . In its efforts to build up the system, and in spite of the dif- 
ficult financial conditions the company has had to confront, in a 
little over two years there have been expended over $6,000,000 for 
new equipment and the company has authorized the expenditure 
for additional equipment over $4,500,000. The total amount in- 
volved in the equipment ordered and authorized from September 
1, 1913, to December 31, 1915, is $10,500,000. 

The company plans to spend additional millions of dollars on 
various improvements to provide the facilities demanded by the 
business of New England. Expenditures for these millions, how- 
ever, can only be authorized as rapidly as the funds can be pro-

It is worthy of note that private corporations all over the coun- 
try are finding it expedient to place orders for freight cars with 
builders, taking this unusual step so as to assure themselves of 
facilities which at present are exceedingly meagre. 


Steps Taken to Relieve Conditions in the West 

At a meeting of the American Railway Association, held re- 
cently to take steps to relieve the car shortage on Western roads, 
the question of the general congestion was thoroughly discussed. 
It was made known that there is a general shortage of box cars 
for the movement of wheat and other small grain in the territory 
west of Chicago as far as the Twin Cities on the northwest and 
Kansas City and St. Louis on the southwest and which extends 
west through Colorado and beyond. Shortages are reported from 
several sources on the Pacific slope, including both Cailfornia and 
Oregon and also on the Mobile & Ohio Railroad. There is also 
a shortage of coal cars in the Alleghenies. 

While these car shortages exist there is a freight congestion 
in New England and around New York City, and to a lesser de- 
gree at other Atlantic ports. An idea of the unusual character 
of the situation will be gathered from the fact that Western rail- 
roads, owning 402,247 cars, had on their lines on February | only 
360,017 cars, a deficiency of 10.50 per cent. On the same date 
Eastern railroads, owning 757,744 cars, had on their lines 857,203 
cars, an excess of 100,000 cars or 13.12 per cent. 

The situation is most aggravated in New England. The roads 
in that territory, owning 70,428 cars, on February 1 had on their 
lines 101,295 cars, an excess of 43.83 per cent. 
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GAIN IN PROFITS SHOWN IN 
ANNUAL REPORT OF I. P. CO. 


The Eighteenth Annual Report of the International Paper Com- 
pany to Its Stockholders, Rendered by President P. T. 
Dodge for the Directors, Shows That the Net Gain of the 
Company for the Year Was $1,219,515.32, an Increase 
Over That of the Previous Year of $81,805.94—Mr. 
Dodge Reviews Conditions During the Twelve Months. 


Very interesting, indeed, is the eighteenth anuual report of 
the International Paper Company for the year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1915, for it gives evidence of the fact that despite the 
dullness of business during the early months of the year, and 
despite the large tonnage which had been imported from Can- 
ada, the company was able to show a marked increase in its 
profits over those of the previous year. 

The report of the directors to the stockholders reads: 

“The following is submitted as a report of the general opera- 
tions of your company for the year ending December 31, 1915. 


Despite Disturbance Gains Show Increase Over Last Year 


“Owing to the world-wide disturbances resulting from the 
European war, the paper industry was subjected to many un- 
usual and trying conditions, some of which are referred to 
below. It is gratifying, however, that notwithstanding these 
conditions the net gain of the company, after the deduction 
of interest charges, sinking fund charges and plant deprecia- 
tion, and the payment of practically all the current indebted- 
ness to the end of the year, was $1,219,515.32, an increase over 
that of the previous year of $81,805.94. 

“Bonds of the company to the amount of $373,000 par value 
and bonds of various subsidiary companies to the amount of 
$57,000 were retired, the company’s properties being thus re- 
lieved of indebtedness to the extent of $430,000. 

“So far as possible all collections and payments involved in 
the year’s operations were closed, so that the treasurer’s report 
presents a practically exact showing of the company’s financial 
condition at the close of the year. 

“As shown by this report, there was a substantial gain in 
the net surplus during the year. The working capital reflects 
a material increase, while the current liabilities show a decrease, 
including $2,050,000 in the notes payable account. 


The Company’s Property Has Been Carefully Looked After 


“The company operates in the United States sixteen mills, 
with a capacity of approximately half a million tons per year, 
many of them devoted exclusively to the production of news- 
Paper, while others are devoted wholly or in part to the pro- 
duction of special papers of higher grade. It also operates 
in the United States additional mills for the production of 
ground wood pulp; and in Canada a number of saw mills 
which convert into lumber the large timber in certain of the 
company’s vast Canadian holdings, the smaller wood being 
used for the production of pulp. 

“All of the mill properties have received careful attention. 
Extensive repairs have been made and betterments effected. 
Hydraulic plants have been improved. Much of the mill ma- 
chinery has been repaired and improved, and new equipment 
has been introduced wherever it could be used to advantage. 
In short, there has been a continuing and energetic effort to 
bring all of the plants to a high degree of efficiency. 

‘Extensive and important changes are scheduled for the 
current year. 


‘The American newspaper industry is still subject to the 
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most unfair conditions as a result of legislation in Washington 
and in Canada. Notwithstanding the exhaustive report of a 
Congressional Commission which investigated the paper in- 
dustry at great length, and indicated the need of additional 
protection for the American news manufacturers, the small 
existing duty was removed, and newspaper alone was placed 
on the free list. 

“At about the same time this was done and Canadian paper 
admitted to the American market without restriction, Cana- 
dian provinces, in order to encourage Canadian mills and place 
the United States manufacturer at a disadvantage, established 
a positive prohibition against the continued sending of wood 
from the Crown Lands to the American mills—and this al- 
though Americans were holders of extensive Canadian leases 
for which large amounts had been paid, and although Cana- 
dian governments had up to this time permitted the free ex- 
portation of wood to the United States. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that American manufacturers are 
thus deprived to a great extent of their raw material, and 
compelled to operate at a disadvantage, the Congress of the 
United States permits Canadian newspaper to enter the United 
States without restriction of any kind. 

“The building of news mills in the United States has ceased. 
Canadian mills are being erected at short intervals; and at 
the present time Canada is shipping into this country approxi- 
mately a thousand tons of newspaper per day. 

“Justice and sound economic principles would seem to de- 
mand that Congress require the free admission of wood into 
the United States as a condition to the free entry of the 
Canadian manufactured product. 


Our News Market Open to the World 


“While the newspaper market of the United States is open 
without restriction to all the nations of the world, seven na- 
tions have a duty against the United States. Many of these 
countries have the great advantage of very cheap labor, of 
working hours much longer than those prevailing in the United 
States, and of machines, supplies and materials which are free 
from duty, and sold to them at prices much cheaper than 
American manufacturers are forced to pay. 

“Passing now to the brighter side, it is believed that, al- 
though subject to unfair and trying conditions stated, your 
company, by reason of its enormous holdings of standing 
timber, its great water powers, and its numerous mills, is in 
a position, through the exercise of rigid economy and pro- 
gressive development, to maintain its standing as the largest 
manufacturer of paper in the world. 

“It remains to be determined whether the further develop- 
ment of its manufacturing plants can be advantageously ef- 
fected in the United States or whether it will be forced to 
cross the border in order to make its wood holdings and 
water powers fully available. 


Shortage of Ships Prevents Extension of Foreign Trade 


“Throughout the year, there has been serious interference 
with our foreign business, and the extension of business to 
new foreign markets has been prevented by the shortage of 
ships, the exceedingly high rates of freight, and, in many cases, 
the impossibility of securing space at any price. 

“During the latter part of the year 1915 there was a marked 
revival in many lines of business, and especially in the news- 
paper field; and at the present time the demand for newspaper 
is taxing the capacity of all plants on the Continent. 

“As a rule the prices received for paper in the trade at large 
have not been such as to give a reasonable return on capital 
invested in mill properties; and a number of producers have

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COURT LEGALIZES CUSTOM 
OF BASIS WEIGHT VARIATION 


The Appellate Term of the Supreme Court of New York Has 
Handed Down a Decision, in the Case of the Republic 
Bag & Paper Company Against N. Weissman’s Laundry 
Supply Company, Which Recognizes the Validity of the 
Trade Customs Pertaining to the Variation of the Basis 
Weight of Paper—The Court Sustains the Contention That 
a Five Per Cent. Variation, Either Way, from a Pre- 
scribed and Ordered Basis, Is Permissible. 


The judgment in favor of the plaintiff in the action oi 
the Republic Bag & Paper Company against N. Weissman’s 
Laundry Supply Company, both of New York City, has 
been affirmed on appeal by the Appellate Term of the Su- 
preme Court, New York County, N. Y. 

This action is of great interest to the paper industry inas- 
much as the same validates and sanctions the customs 
mulgated by the various constituents of the American Pulp 
& Paper Association, particularly the custom pertaining to 
variations in the basis weight of paper, which permits varia- 
tions of five per cent. either way from a_ prescribed and 
ordered basis weight. The action was brought by the Re- 
public Bag & Paper Company, through its counsel, Joseph 
G. Cohen, 35 Nassau street, New York City, to recover the 
sum of $286.37, damages sustained by the plaintiff by reason 
of defendant’s refusal to accept a carload of kraft pape 
previously ordered by them. The defendant contended at 
the trial that the paper tendered for delivery, being in excess

This was the first ruling in any case in which such evidence 
has been admitted for the reason that it is the well settled 
rule of law that evidence of custom is not admissible for 
the purpose of contradicting or varying the terms of the 
written order. The defendants appealed from this judgment, 
basing their appeal solely upon the ground that the ad- 
mission of this testimony of the existence of a custom in 
the paper trade, which permits of variations within five per 
cent. of a uniform basis weight is permissible and that such 
paper is considered a good delivery, was erroneous and 
against the well settled rule of law. 


Delivery Was Slightly Heavier Than Specified Orders 

The crux of the question on appeal was the fact that the 
order distinctly specified strictly thirty pound basis, and the 
paper tendered for delivery averaged thirty-one and one-half 
pounds basis weight. 

Upon appeal the Appellate Term affirmed the ruling of the 
trial court in receiving the evidence of custom, upon the 
ground that in the nature of things it is impossible that the 
weight of paper produced should be absolutely uniform, and 
therefore it is but natural that the custom of the manufac-

Counsel 
further contended that these words are to be understood in 
the particular sense in which they were used in the trade, 
a product of which is the subject of the contract. 

The Appellate Court by this ruling in affirming the judg- 
ment validates the custom of the paper trade for the first 
time. However, in the case of Oswego Falls Pulp & Paper 
Company against the Stecher Litho Company, the Court of 
Appeals recently sustained a custom in the boxboard trade 
which permits of variations in the thickness of 
The ruling in the last mentioned, 
applicable to coarse wrapping papers.

England to Curtail Paper Imports About One-Third.

J. T. Carey, President of the International Brotherhood of 
Paper Makers, Has Been in the City Making an Effort 
to Revive the Paper Makers’ Union—The Manufacturers 
Are Uneasy Over the Prospect of a General Demand for 
an Increase in Wages—Any Labor Disturbance at This 
Time Would Be Most Unfortunate, as the Mills Are 
Running to Capacity and With the Prospect Bright for 
a Long Period of Prosperity—Minor Items of Interest. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KALaMAz00, Mich., February 29, 1916.—At a meeting to be held 
Sunday night in the Trades and Labor Council, J. T. Carey, of 
Albany, New York, president of the International Brotherhood of 
Paper Makers, will make an effort to revive the old paper makers’ 
union in this city. It is understood that the present membership 
committee has already been notified that a new committee will be 
appointed and that immediate steps will be taken to have the new 
committee get to work among the mills and enlarge’ the member- 
ship of the union. There are persistent rumors that demands will 
be made upon the mill owners for shorter hours and more pay, 
although up to the present time no definite action has been taken 
as far as can be learned. Kalamazoo is looking upon the present 
agitation with considerable alarm, knowing full well what hap- 
pened four years ago. Mr. Carey has been in Kalamazoo for a 
number of days having conferences with Various labor leaders. 
At the meeting Sunday night W. H. Stewart, president of the 
Trades and Labor Council, and Truxton Talbot, editor of a 
weekly paper called “The People,” will also be speakers. Kala- 
mazoo mills have been exceptionally busy during the past few 
months and every one is now running to full capacity. In the 
hopes of taking care of business which has been turned towards 
America as the result of the war in Europe, several of the com- 
panies have already made plans to erect additions during the com- 
ing summer, but what effect any possible disturbance might have 
upon these proposed additions, no one can predict. Just how much 
interest can be aroused in the new union is another question difficult 
to answer at this time. This city, which has had more than its 
share of hard luck in an industrial way during the past few years, 
is hoping that nothing of a serious nature will grow out of present 
conditions. 


The Bryant to Order Two Paper Machines 


At a meeting of the directors of the Bryant Paper Company held 
during the early part of the present week, the officers of the com- 
pany were empowered to order two paper machines to be delivered 
during the coming summer. This action follows the decision of 
the stockholders made some time ago to erect a new two-machine 
mill in order to take care of increased business. An effort was 
made to have the Bryant Paper Company and the King company 
unite, but this plan fell through and it is now up to the Bryant 
company to erect the new mill authorized by the directors if it 
hopes to take care of foreign business being turned this way. The 
Bryant is running to full capacity, even though it is having difficulty 
in getting some of the materials necessary to paper making. Unless 
some unforeseen conditions develop, it is probable that the Bryant 
company will begin the erection of its new mill just as soon as 
weather permits. At the meeting held Tuesday the directors dis- 
cussed most thoroughly the proposed improvement. The officers 
fully realize that America will become the paper manufacturing 
center of the world as the result of the European war unless dis- 
turbances of a serious nature develop, and they are anxious to be 
in a position to take care of business which will come to this 
country from now on as a result of the war in Europe. If the 


new mill is erected, it will probably be ready for operation early in 
the fall. It is understood that plans have practically been com. 
pleted for the new building. It is generally possible to start build. 
ing operations in this state during the last part of March or early 
in April. 


Little Fear in Regard to High Water 


Present indications are that Kalamazoo will be little disturbed 
by high water during the coming spring. This part of the state 
has not suffered from a very heavy snowfall this winter and a 
recent thaw carried most of the snow off. The river is now almost 
at normal stage and unless there should be an exceptional fall of 
rain during the early part of the spring, little trouble is expected 
from high water. 


Machinery Being Set Up in the Rex Mill 


Workmen are now busy at the Rex Paper Company’s new mill 
in setting the machinery in place. The paper machine purchased 
from the Beloit Iron Works has reached here and within the next 
six weeks it will probably be ready for operation. The machine, 
104-inch trim, is of the latest improved make, and will be the only 
one installed in the mill. Engineers in charge of the work are not 
looking for delays of any kind and if building operations proceed 
as rapidly and as successfully during the next two months as in 
the past five months, the mill will surely be ready for operation 
some time in June. John King, president of the Rex Paper Com- 
pany, is on the job every day supervising every detail. Paper men 
who have visited the plant say it will be one of the most complete 
one-machine mills in the country when it is finished. 


The Wolverine Rushing Addition for Waxing Department 


So badly is the room needed that the Wolverine Paper Company 
of Otsego has already started the erection of its new building for 
the waxing department of the mill. Byer Brothers of this city, 
who secured the contract, placed a number of men to work on the 
job this week, and although the weather has been most disagree- 
able considerable progress has been made. Since the new company 
was organized and took over the affairs of the old Babcock Paper 
Manufacturing Company orders have been coming in so fast that 
it has been difficult to take care of the business. The company 
under the new management is growing exceedingly fast and the 
room which the new addition will provide is badly needed at 
present. The old waxing room will be used for storage purposes. 


Activity at Watervliet Forces the Building of More Dwellings 

Growing business of the Watervliet Paper Company has brought 
many families to that little village during the past few months.

J. T. Carey, president of the International Brotherhood of 
Paper Makers, was in the city last week, delivering an address 
before the local trades union last Sunday here. He stated that 
there was a general movement all over the country and Canada 
toward increasing wages in paper mills, and that the unions 
had adopted a new schedule in both countries. This calls for 
an increase of two cents an hour on the minimum class for 
machine tenders and back tenders. He spoke in detail on the 
features of the new agreements being promulgated. 

The schedule is a complicated affair, involving about thirty 
classes, each class depending upon the width and speed of the 
machine, the highest rates being paid on the widest machine 
running at the greatest speed. 

Under the new agreement, where the machine tenders are 
now getting forty-one cents an hour, they will in the future 
receive forty-three cents, or $3.44 for an eight-hour day, while 
machine tenders in class 30 will receive eighty-three cents an 
hour, or $6.56 for an eight-hour day. It is argued that more 
care and skill is required to operate the fast and wide ma- 
chines, that the production is much greater, and therefore 
higher wages should be paid. 

Back tenders will receive twenty-eight cents an hour, or 
$2.24 for class 1, while for class 30, they will receive seventy- 
four cents an hour, or $5.92 a day. Third hands will receive 
twenty-six cents an hour, or $2.08 a day, for the lowest class, 
and $3.56 for the highest class. Beater engineers are paid by 
tonnage, speed and width of machines used not governing 
them. They will receive from $3.36 to $4.88 a day. 

At the present time the wage scale in this section is not up 
to this standard. Tour workers in some of the mills are re- 
ceiving $1.92 a day, this being at the rate of twenty-four cents 
an hour. Some day-workers are getting twenty-one cents per 
hour for nine hours and others are receiving $1.84 a day.

Arguments Heard in Five Per Cent Rebate Case 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


WasHIncTon, D. C., 1916.—Arguments in th 
Five Per Cent. Discount Case, which were begun beiore the 
Supreme Court of the United States here on Friday, were 
concluded today. It is well known that these cases in) 
claims estimated by the Collector of Customs at New York 
to amount to more than $26,000,000. The claims are 
by importers under section IV., paragraph J, sub-section 7 of 
the Underwood Tariff Act of October 3, 1913. The controversy 
in the cases arose from an effort on the part of the 
of Representatives to secure to importers in American bottoms 
a discount of five per cent. from the duties otherwise imposed 
by the tariff act, and thus to encourage the American mer- 
chant marine. The Senate mindful of treaties with more than 
twenty of the great commercial nations of the world, refused 
to accede. The act as finally passed contained a provision 
recommended by the conference committee, which provided 
for a grant of the discount to goods imported in vessels reg- 
istered under the laws of the United States, provided that it 
should be so construed as not to abrogate or impair in any 
manner the provisions of any treaty concluded with a foreign 
nation. The, Board of General Appraisers granted the dis- 
count to importers in American vessels only. The Court of 
Customs Appeals held that the discount should be allowed not 
only to importers in American vessels, but also to importers 
in the vessels of alt the treaty nations. The United States, on 
its side, is contending that the discount. can in no case be 
granted to any other than imports in. American bottoms, and 
not even to imports in American bottoms, unless in so doing 
no treaty is impaired.

Two 80-H.P. Morse Silent Chain Drives to Beaters 
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HEARING ON LEGISLATION 
FOR THREE-TOUR SYSTEM 


The Bill Making the Three-Tour Working System in Paper 
Mills Compulsory Is Now Before the Legislature—Charles 
Sumner Bird Advocates the Enactment of Such Legislation 
—Arthur C. Hastings, Representing the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company and a Number of Other Large Paper 
Manufacturers, Opposed the Bill, Claiming That Most of 
the Mills in Holyoke Had Already Adopted It. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Horyoxe, Mass., February 29, 1916.—The bill that would make 
it compulsory for all paper manufacturers in Massachusetts 
to adopt the three-tour working system in their plants is again 
before the Legislature. The hearing yesterday came as result 
of a letter received from Charles Sumner Bird, the large East 
Walpole, Mass., paper manufacturer who advocates the passage 
of the bill. The bill was read before the legislative committee 
on labor with Senator John F. Sheehan of this city, Repre- 
seviatives John D, Ryan, John J. Murphy and Frederick W. 
McKenzie, and Lewis F. Delaney representing the Eagle Lodge 
of Paper Makers, Edward S. Alden and Urban Fleming repre- 
senting the American Federation of Labor, all of this city, 
and Henry Sterling and P. J. Sheehan representing the sta- 
 tionery engineers and firemen, approving of the passage of 
the bill. 

The opposition to the bill came from President Arthur C. 
Hastings of the American Writing Paper Company, who rep- 
resented his company and other local paper manufacturers; E. 
W. Burdett, as counsel for several paper manufacturers; R. F. 
Russell of the Champion International Paper Company and 
others whose remarks created a deep impression. Mr. Hastings 
said that the American Writing Paper Company, and in fact 
all paper mills in Holyoke, were being operated under the 
three-tour system and manufacturers did not want to be 
compelled to do something that they are already doing without 
the necessity of any compulsory legislation. President Hast- 
ings made a startling declaration when he said that since 
coming to this city he had found many paper mill workers 
who work an eight-hour day in one plant and then go to 
another to work some more, saying that sometimes the work- 
ers used assumed names. Mr. Hastings like all other local 
paper manufacturers believes that there is too much “petty” 
legislation that hampers the manufacturers. G. F. Burdett 
refuted several of the claims of the proponents and stated that 
many of the manufacturers who work their men on the two- 
shift basis were in favor of the three-tour system, providing 
they could be shown some way of meeting the competition of 
other paper manufacturers outside of the state. 

Lewis F. Delaney of the Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers, who 
supported the bill, told the members of the committee that the 
proponents were seeking the passage of the bill to prevent a 
possible return to the old two-shift system for tour workers in 
Massachusetts, although most of the tour workers in the state 
are working three eight-hour shifts at the present time. He 
said that tour workers that are compelled to work one shift 
of 13 hours and another shift of 11 hours suffer broken con- 
stitutions in 10 years, and claimed that at times men are com- 
pelled to work 33 hours at a stretch under the two-shift system. 
He told of the hardships and conditions many of the tour 
workers labor under, and argued that the bill was in the best 
interests of humanity. The others who spoke in favor of the 
bill followed the same line of argument.

Opportunities in the British market for Canadian strawboard 
and wallpaper are dealt with in bulletins issued by the Trade and 
Commerce Department to Canadian paper manufacturers. Great 
3ritain last year imported about $5,000,000 worth of strawboard. 
The managing director of one of the largest concerns in the United 
Kingdom using strawboard stated to Canadian trade agents that 
his concern alone is in the market to purchase 10,000 tons of 
strawboard per annum. They formerly received a considerable 
Holland, manufactured from pure wheat straw.

Effect of England’s Embargo on the Dominion 


The partial embargo on the importation of pulp, paper, lumber 
and tobacco which has been put into effect in Great Britain will 
have relatively small effect on Canadian trade, in the opinion of 
Montreal manufacturers. J. H. A. Acer, of the Laurentide Com- 
pany and president of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, 
in speaking of the situation, said: “Canadian pulp and paper mills 
have not been doing big business with Great Britain. In any case, 
the market for all Canadian products in the United States is so 
strong that if the British government will not allow us to 
to that country it will only serve to divert trade to the 


export 
United 
States for all Canadian pulp and paper products. Canada is now 
exporting from 1,200 to 1,500 tons of paper daily to the United 
States, a total of from 350,000 to 400,000 tons a year his is 
against 10,000 tons a year to Great Britain, so that it is apparent 
that so far as news paper is concerned, the British market, taking 
the Canadian mills as a whole, is a small affair. There is prac- 
tically no chemical pulp exported from Canada to Great Britain 
The export of kraft paper is between 3,000 and 4,000 tons, but this 
will be easily absorbed by the large domestic market. Shipments 
of mechanical pulp are made largely by one firm, and I believe it 
has now its own vessels.”

Williams-Gray Co., Dealers in Mill Supplies, Take New Quar- 
ters—Appleton Coated Paper Company to Open Office in 
Chicago—James J. Forsythe Very Ill—Withdrawal of 
Quotations by Mills Has Made Things Unpleasant for 
Jobbers—The Box Board Situation Perplexing. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, February 28, 1916.—The Williams-Gray Co., dealers in 
paper mill supplies, who have been located for a number of years at 
167 West Washington street, have taken a lease on new quarters in 
the Stock Exchange building, and will tfemove to them between 
now and May 1. The building in which their office is now located 
has been leased for a term of years, and will be re-modeled and 
used for hotel purposes, which necessitates the vacation of premises 
by lessees between now and May 1. 

Thos. Ross, of the LaFayette Box Board and Paper Company, 
LaFayette, Ind.; M. W. Waldorf, of the Waldorf Box Board Co., 
St. Paul, Minn., and G. H. Wood, of the River Raisin Paper Co., 
Monroe, Michigan, were in Chicago last week attending to matters 
of business. 

The withdrawal of quotations once more by mills on Friday 
last, again resulted in placing the jobbers where they “did not 
know where they were at,” and resulted in much confusion in the 
trade. However, the experience of the past few weeks has been 
such as to prepare them for whatever might come. Inquiries for 
quotations were invariably answered: “We can only fill your order 
at the price prevailing at the time your order is placed, and can 
only promise delivery promptly if the order can be filled from 
stock.” This, of course, applies to the larger orders placed. Small 
orders are filled from stock at prevailing quotations without trou- 
ble. In box board lines, dealers are at their wits’ end to keep pace 
with orders, as mills will not accept orders for delivery except 
as they can be run through in rotation, and at prices which will 
cover the increased cost of materials, at quotations prevailing when 
order is taken. Orders for future delivery are quoted at the market 
prevailing at the time the shipment is to be made. Notwithstanding 
these conditions, the volume of business is surprisingly large, and 
indicates buying for protection against future price increases. 
Traveling representatives of mills are scarce articles, and everyone 
seems to be dodging, rather than seeking orders. 

The Appleton Coated Paper Company, of Appleton, Wisconsin, 
has decided to open headquarters in Chicago, and have opened an 
office in the Lytton building on Jackson boulevard. The office will 
be in charge of Mr. Smith. 

The many friends of James J. Forsythe, president of the For- 
sythe Paper Company, in the Otis building, will regret to learn 
that he was taken quite seriously ill on account of an attack of 
appendicitis during his recent visit to the meetings in New York. 
His condition was further aggravated by a severe cold which he 
contracted. He was able to return to Chicago and was taken at 
once to the North Chicago hospital where he was to undergo an 
operation for appendicitis. While the patient’s condition is not 
all that could be desired, it is earenstly hoped that there will be 
a speedy rally from the operation, and that Mr. Forsythe will 
soon be on deck again. 

Fred Dreskell, manager of the Chicago headquarters of the 
Champion Coated Paper Co., Hamilton, Ohio, at the time this is 
written, has reached his grape fruit grove on the Isle of Pines, and

Unfavorable Outlook for Dyestuff Protection. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., February 28, 1916.—While he would not 
go on record as saying so, Representative Kitchin, chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee of the House, intimated, in 
an interview with your correspondent last week, that the Hill 
bill for the protection of the dyestuff industry in the United 
States would never be favorably reported by his committee 
in its present form. 

It is more than probable, according to Mr. Kitchin, that 
some of its features will be incorporated in a “general” bill, 
to make provision for the appointment of a Tariffec Commis- 
sion, as well as to contain an anti-dumping clause. It is more 
than probable that this bill will be ready for introduction in 
the House some time in April. 

Mr. Kitchin stated that he hoped to have a conference with 
the President on the dyestuff situation, at which time it is 
probable that the Secretary of Commerce will also be present, 
Just how soon this conference would take place Mr. Kitchin 
did not know. 

“I do not believe that the present conditions in the dyestuff 
market can be relieved merely by an anti-dumping clause,” 
said Mr. Kitchin, when asked his opinion on this question. It 
is understood that Secretary Redfield is of the opinion that 
such a clause would cover the situation. 


Suit and Counter Claims Over Water Power Contract. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., February 29, 1916.—Declaring that the Green 
Bay and Mississippi Canal Company failed to live up to the 
terms of its contract when it allowed the dam in the Fox 
River to get-out of repair and failed to supply a sufficient 
amount of water to run the plant of the Outagamie Paper 
Company at Kaukauna, the latter has replied to the complaint 
of the canal company by filing a counter claim asking for 
$3,075 minus the amount of rent which it is in arrears. The 
answer admits that the paper company has failed to pay rent 
for the dam but says that for a long time the company was 
unable te secure any water and therefore should not be liable 
for rent during that period and asks that $550 be deducted 
from the bill. The counter claim states that because of the 
lack of water, it was impossible to operate the mill, thereby 
causing a loss in business valued at $2,000. The second counter 
claim states that the canal company failed to keep the dam 
in repair as per its contract and the paper company made some 
necessary repairs costing $1,075 and asks that it be reimbursed 
for that amount. The case has been placed upon the March 
calendar in circuit court in this city and will be reached in 
about two weeks.

Brandeis Criticised in Connection with Affairs 
of S. D. Warren & Co. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Wasuincton, D. C., 
business irregularities in connection with the administration 
of the estate of Samuel D. Warren, of S. D. Warren & Co., 
the Massachusetts millionaire paper manufacturer, were laid at 
the door of Louis D. Brandeis last week before the Senate Com- 
mittee investigating his nomination for the Supreme Court. 

William S. Youngman, of Boston, who acted as counsel 
for Edward S. Warren, one of the beneficiaries under the will, 
aggressively criticised Mr. Brandeis’ conduct in connection 
with the big Warren estate. He charged that Mr. 
was the author of the scheme by which the lessees of the 
property, who were also the trustees, derived enormous profits 
from the operation of the paper mills while the interests of 
the beneficiaries suffered. 

He absolved Samuel D. Warren, Jr., one of the lessees who 
profited by this transaction and who was, at the time, the law 
partner of Mr. Brandeis, from all responsibility. 

The witness also charged that the interests of the bene- 
ficiaries suffered through the bookkeeping system which the 
lessees maintained. Large amounts, he said, were charged to 
improvements for which the beneficiaries paid, which should 
have been considered repairs or replacements, and charged 
to the lessees. 

Mr. Brandeis acted as counsel for all the interested parties 
in the administration of the Warren properties, and drew up 
the lease by which the trustees took charge of the property. 
After a time Edward S. Warren, another of the heirs, who 
spent much of his time abroad, became dissatisfied with the 
management of the property and engaged Mr. Youngman, 
the witness, to bring suit for an accounting. 

Mr. Youngman charged that the plan devised by Mr. Bran- 
deis as the family counsellor was unjust, that the lessees not 
only took enormous profits out of the business, but by selling 
commissions and other charges decreased the income due the 
beneficiaries. Neither the contents of the lease, the value of 
the property involved, nor the profits taken by the lessees 
were communicated to Edward Warren by Mr. Brandeis, said 
Mr. Youngman, although he was his counsel and received his 
fee from the heirs.

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SECRETARY REDFIELD ‘es 
CONFERS WITH PAPER MEN 


Cc. W. Ward and P. T. Dodge Attended a Meeting Which 
Was Called by Secretary of Commerce Redfield to Dis- 
cuss the Solution of Many of the Problems Now Con- 
fronting the Paper Trade—The Government Will Experi- 
ment with Various Woods for Dyes and Take Up the 
Matter of Using Domestic Clay Instead of English Stock— 
The Freight Congestion to Be Considered. 


| FROM OUR REGULAR CORRFSPONDENT. } 

Wasuincton, D. C., February 28, 1916—A conference was 
held here on Saturday between Secretary of Commerce Red- 
field, paper men and other government officials, which is prob- 
ably the first of many such to be held later, to see what kind 
of cooperative work can be accomplished between the paper 
industry and the government. 

Although a number of invitations were issued by telegraph 
to the paper trade, C. W. Ward, of the S. D. Warren Company, 
of Boston, Mass., and P. T. Dodge, president of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company, were the only paper men present, ow- 
ing, it is said, to the fact that it was just decided on Thursday 
to hold the conference. 

While the present price of paper was not taken up at all, 
other features of the paper industry were discussed, including 
the dye and bleaching powder shortage, as well as wood pulp 
and the shortage of ships for transportation. 

Another feature of the discussion was the subject of the 
utilization of other woods for dyes beside the logwood, also 
the substitution of American for English clays for filler and 
coating purposes. 

Secretary Redfield promised the paper people, before the 
end of the conference, that he would do all in his power to 
relieve the transportation situation. He also said that the 
Bureau of Standards would take up the clay situation and that 
the paper laboratory would cooperate in all ways possible with 
the paper trade to get the best results, that it would try out 
some of the new dyes made from osage orange and report on 
the results and that other like experiments would be under- 
taken. 

C. P. Winslow, of the Forest Products Laboratory, at Madi- 
son, Wis., a laboratory of the Forest Service, promised that 
he would take up the proposition of experimenting with other 
woods than the logwood for manufacturing dyes. 

In addition to those mentioned, others present at the con- 
ference included: Dr. S. W. Stratton, director of the Bureau 
of Standards; F. C. Clark, in charge of the paper laboratory 
there; and Dr. E. E. Pratt, chief of the Bureau of. Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Department of Commerce. It is more 
than probable, Secretary Redfield said, that more conferences 
would be held in the future between the paper trade and gov- 
ernment officials with a view to closer cooperation. 

In an interview with your correspondent following the con- 
ference, both Mr. Dodge and Mr. Ward expressed it as their 
opinion that a great deal of good could come of such coopera- 
tion. Mr. Ward said that the mills of his firm and the gov- 
ernment had cooperated for some time for mutual benefit and 
that they would continue to do so.

It is understood the plant will 
run on Sunday for several weeks in order to make up for lost time. 


Robert B. Wolff, superintendent of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre 
Co., Berlin, N. H., spoke on “Individuality in Industry,” at a spe- 
cial meeting of the overseers of the company, which was held 
recently to arrange for the first monthly dinner, to take place on 
Thursday evening, March 2. 


The Diamond State Fibre Co., Bridgeport, Pa., has just placed 
an order with the Moore & White Co., Philadelphia, for a 130-inch 
Fourdrinier machine, to be adapted for the various grades of paper 
which the company makes, namely, waterleaf for vulcanized fibre, 
glassine and waterleaf for vegetable parchment. 


It is understood that, as soon as the proper arrangements can 
be made, a new mill will replace the burned plant of the Anchor 
Paper Company, at Windsor Locks, Conn. The actual damage of 
the fire, which occurred a few weeks ago, is said to be between 
$80,000 and $90,000, while the insurance is for $97,500. 


With a view to guarding against all possible accidents to the 
employees of the International Paper Company at Rumford, Me. 
the company has decided to enclose all machinery in steel net work 
wherever practicable. The work is now in progress and will cost 
about $12,000 for the Rumford mill, it is expected. All mills of the 
International Paper Company are being thus protected against the 
possibility of accidents. 


The T. J. Pardy Company has been awarded the contract for 
enlarging the plant of The Tait & Sons Paper Co., at Bridgeport, 
Conn. Owing to the increase in business a new building will have 
to be erected. It will be 100 x 50 feet and one story high. Workmen 
have started on the new structure already, and the foundation has 
been laid by the masons. Some other alterations will be com- 
pleted by the contractors at the same time. 


The strike at the Colonial Board Company, manufacturers of 
binders’ board at Manchester, Conn., was settled last Wednesday. 
Similar strikes at Williams Foulds & Company, Inc., manufac- 
turers of button, straw, binders and leather board, and at the 
Lydall & Foulds Paper Company, Inc., of the same place, manu- 
facturers of chip, plain and mill-lined strawboard were also set- 
tled last week when the strikers were informed that they would be 
given an increase of $1.00 per week, or $°1.00 per week instead of 
$10.00. 


Last week the George R. Dickinson and the Norman, divi- 
sions of the American Writing Paper Company, suspended 
operations because of the shortage of pulp. Both are again 
operating this week. The freight congestion is blamed for 
the shortage of pulp. The American Writing Paper Company 
now has large shipments of pulp on the road and as soon as 
these arrive the situation will be relieved.

One of the Rolls Is Too Large or Too Small in the Center 

ANSWER TO No, 2233.—When wires jump into a straight wrinkle 
it is generally a sign that some roll, probably either the coach or 
breast rolls, is either too large or too small in the center, or 
wherever the wrinkle occurs. When a fine and light wire is used 
it takes but very little to make it go into a straight wrinkle, espe- 
cially if the machine is wide? The proper thing to do is to have 
all the rolls calipered accurately and if found to be out even 30 
much as two or three thousandths of an inch, they should be 
taken out and ground perfectly straight. Of course if a heavier 
grade of wire is used it would in all probability stand such a 
slight variation in the rolls without any bad effect. Another 
thing that will cause a wire to jump into a straight wrinkle is 
having it so slack that it flops up and down on its return journey 


How Prevent a Wire From Running Off? 

Question No, 2234. 

Dear Sir:—Within the last half year the wire on our machine 
has run off twice, completely ruining it each time. The first time 
it went before anyone saw it, but the second time the machine 
tender was there but could not do anything that would bring it 
back; it finally caught and ripped in. The wire guide was working 
all right, but didn’t seem to have any effect upon the wire.

The Causes for the Wire Running Off 


\nswer To No. 2234.—The fact that you use a suction roll would 
not cause your wire to run badly if all the rolls were true; in fact 
wires run better on suction rolls than on couch rolls as a general 
rule. Couch rolls are apt to get out of alignment and thereby 
influence the wire to go towards one side or the other as the 
case may be. But there is a little secret about having wires run 
true on suction rolls, and that is, that the wire must have a very 
good tension; if it is run slack it will guide very poorly and at 
times run off as you describe. I take it for granted that*you have 
lined up all your rolls and seen to it that they are all in perfect 
alignment. 

Another thing which will cause your wire to run off and which 
makes it very difficult to bring it back, is in using a heavy suction 
on the flat box. This will in many cases pull the wire to the back 
side, and the best thing to do, if you must have the suction, is to 
take the box out and have it carefully- planed. .In urgent cases 
you can bring the wire back by means of the stretch roll, This roll 
may be varied ¥% or % of an inch on either. side with safety, and 
when so adjusted it is very effective in guiding the ~wite> On

Question No. 2235.

Plug the Hole With a Piece of Rubber—The Way to Do It 


ANSWER TO No. 2235.—To patch a hole in a rubber roll you 
should first punch out the damaged portion with a standard punch, 
which is a little larger than the break, after which thoroughly 
clean out and dry the inside of the hole thus made. A piece of 
rubber of about the same hardness as that of the roll, should be 
selected for the patch; use the same punch which was used to 
gouge out the roll, thereby making a plug which should fit per- 
fectly. Have all parts. thoroughly .dry and use a good quality 
rubber cement. The job should be allowed to set for at least 24 
or 30 hours before wetting it. Finish the job with fine: sandpaper

No. 2236.—Rosin spots disappear or lose much of 
their transparency on treatment with ‘alcohol or ether. Small 
portions. of the paper are removed, marking the position of each 
spot with a pencil.

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Is the Cost System Successful in Paper Mills? 


Question No. 2238. 

Dear Sir :—I would like to ask a question that is perhaps out of 
the ordinary run. It is this: 

“Is the cost system successful when applied in a paper mill?” 


Yes, But It Is Hard to Apply to the Beater Room 

ANsweER To No. 2238.—As a general rule the cost system in a 
paper mill has become a permanent fixture wherever it has been 
tried out, although it has more difficulties to contend with than 
have most industries. Most of these difficulties arise in the beater 
room where, in many cases, the weights of materials used as 
entered on the sheets are inaccurate owing to the moisture per- 
centage of the various raw materials having changed since they 
were first tested. These changes may vary both ways. That is by 
absorbing moisture or losing moisture, all depending on the con- 
dition of the atmosphere to which they have been subjected since 
leaving the pulp mill. However, reasonably accurate sheets may 
be obtained by keeping a very close watch on the moisture per- 
centage of the various raw materials. The cost system tends to 
make the paper more uniform because many beater helpers would 
be very indifferent as to the amount of the different raw materials 
which they are required to furnish, unless there is a good wide- 
awake cost man to keep tabs on them. 

A good wide-awake cost man in the beater room, one who will 
watch everything sharply and will do the right thing at all times, 
will do more towards obtaining accurate cost sheets than probably 
any other one factor in the system, A man of this calibre is soon 
recognized as worthy of more money and he always gets it. On 
the other hand, a dopey, indifferent individual in the beater room 
will cause sorry looking cost sheets which come nowhere near to 
representing the actual amount of raw material used. Very 
accurate results are obtained in all other departments of the mill, 
and it is pretty safe to say that the cost system has come to stay. 


Advantage of 45 Tube Rolls Instead of 34? 

Question No. 2239. 

Dear Sir:—Recently we have installed a new. machine in our 
mill and the Fourdrinier part contains 45 tube rolls. On one of 
our older machines the same size as the new one there are only 34 
tube rolls. Please inform me through your valuable department 
what is the advantage of 45 rolls over 34. 


It Is More a Question of Stock Than Rolls 


ANSWER TO No. 2239.—It all depends upon the condition of the 
stock you run whether more tube rolls are an advantage or a disad- 
vantage. If you run stuff which is slow and difficult to remove 
the water from, then the 45 rolls would be a big advantage to you 
in removing the water from the sheet, but if your stock is suffi- 
ciently free, so that the water is removed without trouble, then the 
more rolls are a disadvantage, in that they cause just so much 
more friction on the surface of the wire, thereby causing it to 
wear out quicker. The extra tube rolls are also in this case a 
disadvantage when putting on a new wire as they consume so 
much extra time in taking them out and putting them back again. 
Of course the fact that more water can be removed with tube rolls 
gives you a chance to speed up and make more paper, providing 
the other parts of the machine can handle more. If speeding up 
is not desired and the water is easily removed from the sheet as 
it passes over the rolls, it would be advisable to take out eight 
or ten of the rolls. 


The Commission Reguladora au Mercado de Henequen, which 
handles the interests of the Yucatan sisal growers in New York, 
has made another gold shipment of $100,000 to Mexico for pay- 
ment to planters. The commission has forwarded more than 
$1,000,000 for this purpose from the $10,000,000 loan floated some 
months ago by a syndicate.of New Orleans, Chicago and New 
York bankers to make possible the financing of the sisal crop. 


SHAFT COUPLINGS 


The shaft coupling seems at first glance a comparatively 
unimportant, even perhaps trifling, detail of plant equipment, 
and it is obvious that it actually does represent a small part 
of the cost of a completely equipped line shaft. But in spite 
of its small size and comparative low cost, it assumes great 
importance in the eyes of owners and managers who have 
had hundreds of men idle on account of broken or detached 
shafting which could not be put into service again quickly, 

It becomes vital also when the plant owner is subject to 
liability suits on account of accidents due to projecting set 
screws, bolts or other parts of shaft couplings which may be- 
come loose. When a shaft breaks production stops on all 
machines driven from that shaft, but labor expense goes on 
remorselessly with every tick of the clock. The time ordi- 
narily required to put the broken shaft in running order again 
(one to six hours) is cut to about three minutes when the 
plant, or a supply house within easy reach, carries an assort- 


enema

Paper-Pulp Beater 

No. 1,160,909.—Robert F Lachmenn, of Erie, Penn. 

The object of this invention is to so construct the beater vat as 
to relieve the back pressure against the beater roll and to increase 
the speed of circulation of the mass of pulp in the vat. These walls 
and the bottom of the vat are constructed preferably of concrete.

At the rear side of the beater plate, the bottom of the vat is built 
in the form of a wall from which it continues on a decline in 
trough-shape, toward the opposite end of the vat, as shown in the 
illustration. To prevent the pulp from flowing through the shaft 
openings in the walls of the vat a sliding plate is provided to act 
as a packing means. 
Process of Bleaching Paper-Pulp 

No. 1,160,942—Kristoffer Moérch, of Greaaker, Norway. 

The object of this invention is to effect, in a more rapid and 
economical manner than hitherto employed, the bleaching of pulp. 


The pulp is brought into 20 to 22 per cent. dry condition and the 
bleaching agent added. It is then transferred into 1 or 2 edge- 
runners (Kollergangs), working continuously, to properly com- 
minute the pulp and have the bleaching agent worked thoroughly 
into the fibers. From the mills the pulp is conveyed into an agitat- 
ing apparatus constructed of large vertical cylinders, divided by 
horizontal floors in a number of chambers. The stirring rods in 
the cylinders are constructed in such a manner that they effect an 
overturning and airing of the pulp, precipitating the bleaching. 


Paper Making with Suction Rolls

These patents refer to improvements in making paper by the 
use of suction rolls in various ways. The first patent refers to

making the sheet of paper ready for drying by abstracting the 
water and moisture by vacuum, instead of mechanical compression. 
The second patent refers to an arrangement of first abstracting 
moisture and drawing air through the sheet by vacuum, then ex- 
posing the sheet for a considerable extent to contact with heated 
air, and then drawing heated air through the sheet (Figure 2). 
The third patent refers to using one or more suction rolls, coacting 
with squeeze rolls, making the machine entirely automatic in carry- 
ing the sheet or paper after it is passed on to the first felt. (Fig. 
ure 3). The fourth patent refers to the entire elimination of the 
press section so far as the felts and accessories are concerned. This 
is accomplished by an arrangement of suction rolls as shown in 
Figure 4.

Beating Engine 

No. 1,160,964.—John E. Warren, of Westbrook, Me., Jos. A. 
Warren, administrator of said John E. Warren, deceased. 

This type of beating engine consists of a flat fixed bed and a 
rotating disk revolving above said bed. In this invention both the 
bed and the disk are provided with grinding surfaces made up of 
plates of glass, porcelain or other material, each plate having 


A 


formed on it a plurality of teeth with channels between the plates for 
admitting pulp to the grinding sections. The stock is fed in between 
the bed and runner through an inlet at the center of the bed. It 
then passes into the channels and between the inner ends of the 
teeth. The fibers are cut or sheared on the edges of the teeth and 
ground or crushed by the rubbing action of the surfaces of the 
teeth. The result is that every particle of stock is acted upon and 
reduced to a uniform fineness. The teeth, being made of glass or 
porcelain, wear slowly. They are not subject to corrosion and so 
do not give off particles of rust. 


Method of Molding Sticky and Viscous Materials 


No. 1,165,677—John H King, of Cincinnati, Ohio. 
This invention relates to a method of molding sticky and viscous 


and rapidly hardening materials, such as chemically treated paper 
stock, in mechanically conveying in an upward direction the mix- 


ture by a spiral conveyor, whereby none of the material is allowed 
to drip away by gravity. At the topmost point to which it is con- 
veyed a powerful jet of air is directed against the material, so 
as to atomize it and project it directly against a mold or former, 


Paper-Pulp Screen 


No. 1,160,649.—Charles E. Pope, of Holyoke, Mass., assignor of 
3/5 to B. F. Perkins & Son, of Holyoke, Mass. 

This invention relates to a rotary type of pulp screen, in which 
the cylinder does not vibrate and the stock is caused to flow 
through the slot openings of the cylinder by an arrangement on 
the bottom of the tank, similar to a diaphragm of a flat screen, 


thereby keeping the slots open. The cylinder itself is constructed 
cylindrically and made up of sections of plates, connected to- 
gether by longitudinal rods, the ends of which rest in recesses of 
the head members. The advantage of this arrangement is that if 
any portion of the cylinder is injured that portion can be replaced 
with little difficulty. Means are provided to elevate dirt, sediment 
and such matter to the upper path of the cylinder, to be washed 
away by the showerpipe there situated.

Baltimore Printers Favor the Long Price. 
FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Bactimore, Md., February 29, 1916.—At its regular monthly 
dinner to be held this evening the Typothetae of this city is 
scheduled to discuss the plan for closer co-operation between 
the paper dealer and the printer which was submitted by a 
committee last month. There will be a full discussion by 
both printers and paper dealers. The report to be acted 
on reads as follews 

“Recognizing the wholesale paper trade depends on the 
printing industry for the volume of their business, and 
that the printers are entitled to purchase at a less price 
than those who are only buying occasionally for their 
own needs, and that this ethic is observed in nearly all 
business transactions, we have, after carefully considering 
the matter from all viewpoints, decided to recommend the 
establishing of the long price list; it being understood that 
the firms conducting their own printing plants, transporta- 
tion companies, casualty and bonding companies, firms 
purchasing stock for their own publications, and Multi- 
graph supplies, and envelopes in quantities of 25,000 or 
over, shall be exempt from the operation of this proposal.” 

This is, of course, merely a local question between the job- 
bers and printers of Baltimore, but it is in line with what is

Mechanically Ground Wood Pulp 

Ground wood is fairly active with a good inquiry. The 
market has been getting firmer, with quotations steadily ad- 
vancing, The consumption of ground wood pulp is now con- 
sidered at about the highest point at which it has been in 
many years. The news mills and other consumers are all 
operating at full capacity, and the prospects are for a de- 
cidedly active market. This is made more certain by the fact 
that those consumers which have grinding machines have been 
unable to make any great quantity of pulp for some time, 
owing to the poor water conditions. 


Unbleached Sulphite- Pulp 
Buying in unbleached sulphite pulp is now practically on a 
hand-to-mouth basis. Manufacturers of papers find that there 
is no way to avoid conditions as they are, andare paying the 
market prices, but are very conservative: in their buying. In 
the meantime, ‘however, quotations continue to-ascend. Most 
dealers are holding for at least 3.10 for good strong sulphite. 


It seems certain that chemical pulp will keep going higher 


until the opening of navigation on the Baltic Sea in May. What 
will follow remains problematical. If the Scandinavians don't 
ship pulp to England, there will be a fairly large surplus of 
pulp on their docks. Whether this pulp will find a ready 
market abroad or whether it will be “dumped” in the United 
States—this is the determining factor which will have con- 
siderable sway on the future of the market. 


Bleached Sulphite Pulp 


Bleached sulphite continues strong. Imports have been so 


small. as to practically be considered of no consequence, ‘This 
keeps the quantity of available stocks very low. Handlers 
throughout the city are holding firm for 5c. and higher for 
whatever bleached pulp they have.

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General Market Review 


Holyoke—Scarcity of Raw Materials the Only Drawback 


Hotyoxe, Mass., February 29, 1916.—Nothing has occurred the 
past week to alter the conditions in the local paper trade. 
Business with the paper mills and jobbers continues good in 
volume and in all cases present business is far in excess of that 
during the same period a year ago, and even better than it was 
Jast month. The only item which may be considered as hold- 
ing back business is the scarcity of raw materials. This in- 
«cludes dyes, pulp, rags, bleach and other chemicals, and as a 
result the prices of these are soaring skyhigh, while manu- 
facturers and jobbers in order to offset this increase in the price 
-of raw materials have been compelled to increase the price of the 
finished product. Almost all of the mills during the past week 
were operated to capacity, the few exceptions being where the 
mills were unable to obtain the necessary raw materials, at which 
places operations were suspended. During the past week there 
have been more announcements from the mills of an advance in 
the price of paper, and with the present uncertain conditions more 
increases are bound to follow. What the future holds in store for 
the paper manufacturer and the jobber time only can tell, though 
it is reasonable to expect that the paper industry will find little 
relief from the many perplexing problems now before it, while 
the struggle in the “old country” continues. 


Boston—Troubled By Daily Price Notifications 


Boston, Mass., February 28, 1916.—Conditions throughout the 
paper trade are in an extremely unsettled and unstable state. 
Jobbers although rushed with business are still in receipt 
almost daily of notifications of advance in prices from the 
mills, making it extremely difficult for them to keep their price 
lists accurate. They hardly know from day to day what prices 
to quote nor at what prices they can buy. The mills in turn 
are crowded with orders and are feeling the scarcity of stock 
to some extent. The congested condition at the mills makes 
deliveries uncertain, a condition which is farther aggravated 
by the fact that freights are not moving freely as yet. Many 
mills, on account of being oversold, have withdrawn quotations 
entirely and are anticipating still further advance in prices. 
Paper stock dealers report continual advance in prices and 
continued scarcity in nearly all grades of stock. 


Chicago—The Question of Delivery Is the Only One Now 


Cuicaco, February 28, 1916—With quotations withdrawn, 
the chase for stock to fill orders coming in or in contempla- 
tion goes merrily on in the paper trade. It is no longer a 
question of price, but when they can get deliveries that is 
bothering the dealer, and making them all the more desirous 
of getting orders recognized. In spite of the price advances, 
there is a good demand for practically all lines of paper stock, 
and business is brisk. Deliveries, which a few months ago 
could be had very promptly, are now extremely difficult to 
secure with any degree of certainty. This is one factor which 
threatens to cause even more trouble than it already has, and 
is a disturbing feature which the dealer would like very much 
to have out of the way. All lines of paper and box board lines 
are active. 

Philadelphia—Everybody Busy to the Limit 

PHILADELPHIA, February 28, 1916.—It is the same old story, now 
—prices still soaring. In some instances prices have been 
withdrawn entirely, and orders will be accepted only at the 
price in force when received. The lower grades of paper 
stock have taken a decided jump; orders are plentiful, but very 
little with which to fill them. Nevertheless, everyone seems 
to be busy to the limit—mills, jobbers, printers, stock men. 
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Baltimore—Best Trade in Years Expected This Spring 


Battimore, February 29, 1916.—Altogether the prospect for the 
spring and summer trade is brighter than it has been for years, 
The jobbers have realized for some time that better profits will 
have to be made if they wish to continue in business and increase 
the size of their business, and with very few exceptions all job- 
bers have made reasonable advances, yet fair advances not only 
to themselves, but to their customers. 


Montreal—Everything Very Active Except Ground Wood 


MonTreaL, Que., February 28, 1916.—-The upward move in prices 
in chemical pulp still continues. All the mills are working at 
capacity, and every pound of the product is being shipped out, 
Newsprint is in very active demand, with prices firm. Wood 
pulp is moving out in slightly larger quantities than at any 
time this winter, but prospects do not appear good for any 
marked increase in demand. Stocks are consequently rather 
heavy. The domestic demand for bond and book papers, as 
well as wrapping paper, has improved considerably. 


Bill to Incorporate Foreign Trade Company 


A bill providing for the Federal incorporation and regula- 
tion of The American & Foreign Trade Company, to be cap- 
italized at $100,000,000, has been introduced in Congress by 
Representative John M. Morin of Pennsylvania. 

The principal office of the corporation is to be located in 
Pittsburgh, Pa. The Federal Government is to have repre- 
sentation on the board of directors, the bill providing that 
the Secretary of the Navy, the Secretary of War and the 
Attorney General shall be members. 

The bill contemplates that the company shall be a co 
operative institution, in the sense that ownership shall be 
widely distributed among individuals and existing corporations 
interested in the extension of the foreign trade of the United 
States. In order to prevent any one interest from dominating 
the affairs of the company the bill provides that it shall be 
unlawful for any one person, co-partnership or corporation to 
be the owner of more than one hundred shares of stock of a par 
value of $100 each. 

The bill confers broad powers upon the proposed company, 
among them the purchase, construction and operation of steam- 
ships. The bill (H. R. 7610) has been referred to the House 
Committee on the Merchant Marine and Fisheries. 


Official Confirmation That Sweden Will Grant Export 
Licenses 


Sweden is willing to life her embargo on chemical wood 
pulp to a limited extent in favor of American importers, ac 
cording to an announcement just made by the Department of 


Commerce. The announcement said: 

“The Government of Sweden having prohibited the exporta- 
tion of chemical wood pulp, the Department of State recently 
undertook to ascertain what supplies are available to American 
consumers, and has now received cablegrams on the subject 
from the American Ministers at Stockholm and Christiania, 
dated February 22 and 23, respectively. 

“The Minister at Stockholm reports that he learns from 
the Swedish Foreign Office that the Government of Sweden 
is disposed to grant special permission for the exportation of 
chemical wood pulp in cases where the pulp is to be used 
exclusively in the United States. 

“The Minister at Christiania reports that he learns from 
the Norwegian Minister for Foreign Affairs that no hindrance 
will be interposed by the Government of Norway to the & 
portation of unlimited quantities of wood pulp from that 
country to the United States.”
